College celebrates £500,000 funding boost

brating a £500,000 funding boost. 

Walford and North Shropshire College 
will use the capital grant from the Skills 
Funding Agency to upgrade facilities at 
their campuses in Oswestry and Walford. 

In Oswestry the funds will be used to help 
launch a construction training programme, 
starting in September. 

Plans are already well advanced for the 
introduction of plumbing and bricklay¬ 
ing courses to meet employer needs and 


broaden what is on offer at the college’s 
curriculum. 

At Walford, the grant will help to fund 
relocation and upgrading of the library and 
student social areas, offering increased ca¬ 
pacity to help accommodate growth in stu¬ 
dent numbers. 

The improvements follow recent work to 
upgrade both campuses. 

Andrew Tyley, college principal and chief 
executive, said he was delighted with the 
latest capital injection. 


He said: “Having only just completed the 
latest phase of improvements at Walford, 
it is fantastic to have another successful 
round of capital funding. 

“The demand for locally based construc¬ 
tion training has been evident for some 
time and it is good news for Oswestry that 
we will be able to offer this provision from 
September.” 

Chris Jones, head of the Walford faculty, 
said he was equally pleased with the plans 
to upgrade library facilities. 


He said: “Independent study is a vital 
part of the learning process and this invest¬ 
ment will create a superb, modern learning 
resources centre with much needed extra 
capacity.” 

The new facilities follow the opening last 
year of a revamped £1 million dairy at the 
Walford campus. 

The move brought the college’s farm 
dairy up to modern standards by creating 
a milking parlour and space for 100 extra 
dairy cattle.

Council planning to drop 
town's car parking costs

A town council is bucking the trend of in¬ 
creasing charges by considering dropping 
the cost of parking in its main car park. 

Those popping into town for a few items could 
soon be able to park in Central car park for up to 
an hour for just 50p. Currently the charge is 60p for 
an hour. 

Councillors met last 
night (Wednesday) to de¬ 
cide whether to make the 
change. 

Although there is also a 
move to increase the charge 
from parking between one 
and two hours from 80p to 
£1, the mayor of Oswestry, 
Councillor Chris Schofield, 
said that the 50p for an 
hour proposal was a way of 
bringing more shoppers into 
Oswestry. 

“Things are looking good 
in the town at the moment,” 
he said. 

“We have new shops open¬ 
ing and the market is doing 
well. We just need to see 
Cross Street given a facelift 
and then we can be really 
proud of what Oswestry has 
to offer. I hope that by drop¬ 
ping the car park charge for 
the hour in Central car park 
shoppers will be drawn into 
town to use our shops.” 

The town council cur¬ 
rently runs three car parks 
in Oswestry - Central car 
park, the Horsemarket, and 
the Smithfield Street car 
park. 

All other charges will 
remain unchanged for the 
coming year. 

Oswestry Town Coun¬ 
cil also had a free Sunday 
parking policy to woo people 
into the town to shop or to 
visit the town park or have 
a meal or a drink. 

Other car parks in the 
town, run by Shropshire 
Council, still charge on Sun¬ 
days. 


Vehicles are 
destroyed 
as arsonists 
strike twice 

A car was destroyed and two 
more were severely dam¬ 
aged in two arson attacks 
outside homes in Oswestry. 

A shed and fencing were 
also destroyed in the two 
deliberate fires, which were 
started in the early hours 
outside homes in the Upper 
Brook Street area of the 
town. 

West Mercia Police said 
it is now stepping up night 
time patrols in the town in a 
bid to avoid a repeat attack. 
Sergeant Scott Barnes said 
the force were linking the 
two fires, which happened 
in the early hours of last 
Saturday and Sunday. 

In the first incident, a gar¬ 
den shed was set alight at a 
home in Beresford Gardens 
at about 4.30am on Satur¬ 
day. Meanwhile, a pass¬ 
ing taxi driver raised the 
alarm at around 3.15am on 
Sunday after spotting a car 
on fire in the parking area 
at the entrance to Lutton 
Close. 

A Volkswagen Polo was 
destroyed and two other 
nearby cars were badly dam¬ 
aged.

Instead he is using his team of pi¬ 
geons to deliver goods within a 60- 
mile radius. 

He said: “I set up the business be¬ 
cause I was fed up of only ever receiv¬ 
ing bills or pizza menus through the 
post. People can sign up to my website 
and each month we send out a gift to 
make people smile when they go to 
their letterbox. Businesses like mine 
rely on Royal Mail and we are at the 
mercy of these price hikes. 

“The latest price increase will cost 
my business around £2,500 over the 
course of a year.”

Mr Corbett-Winder said he has 
trained the pigeons to fly between his 
home in Acton to a village near Oxford 
59 miles away. 

He added: “We have four customers 
in this village, so they will now receive 
their delivery by pigeon. People have 
always joked that if their parcel is late 
it would have been quicker sending it 
by carrier pigeon. Well, I am testing 
this theory out.” 

Mr Corbett-Winder said the pigeons 
can carry parcels up to 75g with the 
journey taking just over an hour with 
the birds flying at just over 50mph.

Fined restaurant owner 
says things have improved

THE chef at an award-winning restaurant that was fined after rat 
droppings were found has reassured diners that hygiene standards 
have vastly improved. 

Mizanur Chowdhury, the chef at the 2013 Welsh Curry House of the Year, 
Bengal Spices in Llanymynech, said much of the kitchen has been refitted since 
the Environmental Health inspection which led to the prosecution. 

He said: “I’m the chef but I wasn’t here at the time of the inspection. My mother was ill 
and I had flown to Bangladesh to be with her. That’s really why it happened. 

- My business partner was having to do 

everything himself with no help.” 

Mr Chowdhury said that hygiene stand¬ 
ards had now been restored after im¬ 
provement work in the restaurant and 
takeaway, and especially in the kitchen. 

“Since then we’re doing a lot of improve¬ 
ments in the kitchen,” he said. “We’ve got 
a new floor and it’s all been painted. We 
have new fridges. 

“We’re going to change everything to 
stainless steel soon, because that’s the best 
thing to have. That will be on all the walls 
in the kitchen.” 

He said that the court case has not had 
an impact on business thanks to the loy¬ 
alty of the customers. 

“We’re still open and our customers 
have been very supportive,” he said, 
“We’re still doing good business and we 
have made all these improvements so that 
it won’t happen again.” 

Mr Chowdhury and business partner 
Rabiul Alam were fined £5,000 each after 
admitting nine charges under the Food 
Safety Act, and were ordered to pay £900 
in costs and court surcharges when they 
appeared at Llandrindod Wells Magis¬ 
trates Court. 

But the restaurant avoided a prohibition 
order, which would have forced it to close. 


Pub makeover to 
bring in new fobs

Objectors 
raisefear 
at village 
homesplan 

OPPOSITION is growing 
against plans for housing in 
Trefonen, with opponents 
claiming the proposals will 
turn the area into an “ur¬ 
ban sprawl”. 

The claims have been 
made in the light of two sep¬ 
arate planning applications 
for housing in the village, 
which have attracted hun¬ 
dreds of objections.

Shropshire Council hopes 
to determine the Whitridge 
Way plans by May 8 and 
and the Chapel Lane plans 
by May 9.

An action plan has been put in place by gover¬

“An action plan is in place 
to take the school forward, 
focused on the key priori¬ 
ties.

It seems an Arriva Trains Wales 
guard decided that the delayed 
Aberystwyth to Shrewsbury ser¬ 
vice would be even later if he 
held the carriages at Welshpool 
to help disabled Colin Williams 
on board. 

He made a decision, that I 
hope he lives to regret, leaving 
Mr Williams alone on the plat¬ 
form and allowing passengers 
to stand in the area reserved for 
handicapped travellers. 

The company has promised 
an investigation but has not yet 
offered any kind of apology for 
the actions of the guard and it 
is little wonder that Mr Williams 
was less than happy to be forced 
to wait two hours for ther next 
train. 

Welshpool Station is un¬ 
manned and has no facilities so 
he was forced to travel over a 
mile back to his home to await 
the next train, missing the event 
he had set out to attend in 
Shrewsbury. 

The incident comes in the 
same week that guards in some 
areas of the country have an¬ 
nounced strike action claiming 
that their jobs have been dimin¬ 
ished to little more that “Kit-Kat 
salesmen.” 

Well they can forget looking in 
my direction for support or sym¬ 
pathy. 

Arriva Trains Wales has a seri¬ 
ous apology to make. 

On the subject of trains there 
was some good news this week 
with confirmation of an hourly 
peak hours service through Mid 
Wales at last. 

Campaigners fighting for the 
service between Shropshire and 
Mid Wales are celebrating after it 
was given the go ahead by the 
Welsh Assembly. 

But don’t get too excited yet. 
The service will not start un¬ 
til May 2015 and even then it’s 
going to be offered only at peak 
times.

Smog grounds launch 

air ambulance 



Poor visibility grounds new 
air ambulance as official 
launch is hit by Sahara dust 
- Sophie Madden reports 

IT was supposed to be the big 
day when Midlands Air Ambu¬ 
lance’s new £4.5 million hel¬ 
icopter was unveiled to the 
public - only for a blanket of 
dust to gatecrash the party. 

Poor visibility caused by smog 
made up of dust which blew over 
Shropshire from the Sahara Desert 
was enough to ground the new hel¬ 
icopter - even though it has been 
designed to fly at night and provide 
24/7 cover across the region. 

The grounding came into force during 
the helicopter’s official launch at the air 
ambulance’s base at RAF Cosford. Offi¬ 
cials at the Environment Agency feared 
that more dust, blown to Britain on 
winds from North Africa and Europe, 
was on the way. 

Technology 

But despite the disappointment at the 
helicopter being unable to take to the 
skies, air ambulance chiefs said it had 
failed to dampen a “hugely exciting” day 
for the charity. 

The new helicopter will replace one of 
the charity’s three leased aircraft and 
will be based at RAF Cosford and is ex¬ 
pected to be in service for the next 20 to 
25 years. 

It has been equipped with the latest 
technology and has the capabilities for 
night flights - which the charity is look¬ 
ing into providing. 

As well as buying its own aircraft, the 
charity has undergone a major refur¬ 
bishment of its base. New offices, have 
been built, along with a dedicated clini-

cal training room and an overnight rest 
area for air ambulance staff, which is 
another step towards providing an over¬ 
night service. 

Midlands Air Ambulance has picked 
up 40,000 patients since it was formed 
in the 1990s and taken them to hospi¬ 
tals across the region, making it the 
busiest air ambulance service in the 
UK. 

Hanna Sebright, chief executive of 
the Midlands Air Ambulance charity, 
said: “This is a momentous occasion, 
and it marks two milestones in our 
diary of recent achievements. 

“It is hugely exciting, I am so proud 
to be able to off our crew such fabulous 
facilities and a brand new aircraft. They 
go out to traumatic injuries every day 
and there well being is one of our big¬ 
gest concerns. 

“We’re still evaluating whether there 


is a call for us to operate a night service, 
because things like sports injuries only 
happen during the day.” Mrs Sebright 
said that buying the new air ambu¬ 
lance also has financial benefits for the 
charity, as it is more cost effective and 
money that has been saved through 
the purchase can be used to invest in 
more training for staff, improving bases 
across the region or in another craft. 

“We’re putting plans in place that 
will give us the best possible future,” 
she said. 

The new aircraft has been bought in 
part thanks to a bequest by West Mid¬ 
lands businessman Derek Bullivant. 

In his will, Mr Bullivant left dona¬ 
tions to three local charities, including 
a £1.4 million donation to Midlands Air 
Ambulance. 

Brendan Connor, chairman of the 
charity, said: “When we made the de¬ 


cision to purchase an aircraft around a 
year ago, we all took deep breaths and 
thought it was the best thing to do for 
the future. 

“But as a stroke of luck, out of the 
blue we were made the beneficiary of a 
legacy worth £1.4 million. It was not ex¬ 
pected, but it made our decision so much 
easier.” 

The new helicopter will now have the 
Bullivant name printed on the side in 
honor of the generous donation he made. 

“It will be a continuing example of his 
generosity for the next 20 or 25 years,” 
added Mr Connor. 

And the medics who will be using the 
new aircraft are pleased with the new 
opportunities it will provide them. 

Candice Mansell, an air ambulance 
paramedic who is normally based at 
Strensham in Worcestershire, said: “I 
think obviously this will be more com¬ 
mercially beneficial and we have the op¬ 
portunity in future for night operations. 

“We are getting people to the place 
they need to be, to specialist hospitals 
rather than the nearest hospital and 
now we will be able to do that 24 hours 
a day which is particularly important in 
the rural areas like Shropshire and Her¬ 
efordshire.” 

Julian Spiers, critical care paramedic 
and air crew supervisor, who has worked 
with the charity since 2006, said: “What 
this means is we’ve got a fantastic new 
aircraft, capable of night operations. 

“The charity has purchased it as a 
way of making the money go further. 
The only funding we receive is from do¬ 
nations so every penny count. 

“This new helicopter has been set up 
to enable the doctors and the critical 
care paramedics to provide state of the 
art care. This aircraft will be based at 
RAF Cosford and will be of direct benefit 
to the people of Shropshire. For people 
in rural areas this will mean that are 
reached as quickly as possible and taken 
to the best possible location. 

“It will be of direct benefit to the peo¬ 
ple of Shropshire.”

Believers 
drive lots 
of major 
advances 

MANY people hold the view 
that Christianity is a minor¬ 
ity sport played on Sundays 
by an old, unthinking mi¬ 
nority. But in fact, Christi¬ 
anity is at the heart of what 
it means to be British. The 
ideals of equality, care for 
the poor, healthcare, jus¬ 
tice for all, have all come 
directly from our Christian 
heritage. 

The first hospitals were 
run by monks. Most of the 
pioneers in medicine - such 
as Fleming, Pasteur and 
Lister - were motivated by 
their Christian faith. Care 
for the homeless was es¬ 
tablished by the Salvation 
Army. Wilberforce, instru¬ 
mental in the abolishment 
of slavery, did so because of 
his Christian beliefs. 

There are so many Chris¬ 
tians who established the 
best elements of our soci¬ 
ety: Elizabeth Fry, prison 
reform; George Muller and 
Dr Barnardo, orphanages; 
and Florence Nightingale, 
nursing reform. 

Thankfully, Christian at¬ 
tendance is going up. But 
even so, it has been better 
than many think. On an 
average weekend 450,000 
people go to watch football, 
but nearly one million go to 
church in Britain.

The Wolverhampton & South Stafford¬ 
shire Car Club, which organised the Welsh¬ 
pool stage of the Rally North Wales, said it 
was facing a £ 10,000 loss so scrapped the 
event.

“It’s really important that these young 
people come forward to be vaccinated for 
their own protection. Two doses of MMR 
will provide 99% protection against mea¬ 
sles.”

The Severn Hospice said it will introduce a community-based service which 
will reach more people in North Powys. 

The independent charity said it will result in more terminally ill patients receiving 
specialist care. 


Closure ruled 
as unlawful 

A Council acted unlawfully in closing an 
adult day centre in Shrewsbury without 
properly consulting its disabled users or 
their relatives, the Court of Appeal has 
ruled. 

But Shropshire Council bosses have in¬ 
sisted they “remain committed” to trans¬ 
forming adult social care services in the 
county despite the ruling. 

Three senior judges ruled that the council 
had failed to properly consult local people 
about its proposal to shut the Hartley’s day 
centre in Shrewsbury. 

The decision came too late to save Hart¬ 
ley’s which closed late last year, but will 
affect future consultation on further poten¬ 
tial day centre closures including the Lome 
Street site in Oswestry. 

A 63-year-old woman with learning diffi¬ 
culties, known only as LH, instructed spe¬ 
cialist lawyers to challenge the decision and 
Lord Justice Longmore said the consulta¬ 
tion was too “wide-ranging”. 


The new service will be based at Newtown 
Hospital but will cover the whole of Mont¬ 
gomeryshire. 

Doctors and nurses at the hospice say the 
service will see medical and nursing care 
and complementary therapy given to pa¬ 
tients at home, reducing the need for them 
to travel to receive support as their illness 
progresses. 

Heather Palin, Severn Hospice director of 
patient services, said: “Patient surveys con¬ 
sistently show that, quite understandably, 
people want to receive their care at or near 
their homes - this is particularly true for 
people living with terminal illness. 

“With these exciting new proposals we 
are setting out to meet our patients needs, 
taking our specialist care to them at home.” 

Dr Claire Stockdale, Severn Hospice con¬ 
sultant in palliative medicine, said: “We 
have actively sought out and listened to 
the views of the region’s GPs and district 
nurses and we are convinced this approach 
will reach more patients and provide greater 
support to people during what is an incredi¬ 
bly stressful time in their life.” 

The new proposals will see the day hos¬ 
pice replaced by the new service which will 
take the hospice’s care and support out into 
the community.

Minister calls for farmers 
to take more responsibility

LOCAL landowners and farmers should be given more responsibility 
for clearing out brooks and streams on their property, Owen Pater¬ 
son has suggested. 

The Environment Secretary and north Shropshire MP said one of the key 
lessons from devastating floods this winter was the need to push maintenance 
of waterways “back down” to a more local level. 

He also insisted much of the criticism aimed at the Environment Agency.-including 
—| by his Cabinet colleague Eric Pickles - had 
been “unfair”. 

The comments came as Mr Paterson gave 
evidence to MPs on the Commons Environ¬ 
ment Committee. 

Mr Paterson did not refer directly to the 
Communities Secretary’s TV appearance in 
which he questioned the EA’s “expertise” 
and said he would not be campaigning to 
save the job of chairman Lord Smith. 

But he made clear that he regarded much 
of the criticism as unwarranted. “I think 
if you are in public life and a public figure 
then you have to expect to get flack,” he 
said. “I think a lot of it was unfair, as I have 
said the organisation was protecting a very 
significant number of properties. 

Mr Paterson stressed the importance of 
public-private partnerships in helping to 
prevent floods or lessen their impact, and 
pointed out that traditionally landowners 
had often played a role maintaining brooks 
and streams. 

“So I think that one of the real lessons is 
to see more partnership activities.” 

Mr Paterson said: “I think we should face 
up to the fact of going back to the landown¬ 
ers and farmers who understand their own 
area best and with minimum interference 
from the Environment Agency, just super¬ 
vising... that should be pushed back down.”

Price of 
houses 
below 
average 

HOUSE prices in Shrop¬ 
shire grew at a slower rate 
than any other part of the 
West Midlands in the first 
quarter of 2014, new figures 
have shown. 

The average property in 
the county is now worth 
£171.955 after a year-on- 
year rise of just one per 
cent during the first three 
months of the year. In the 
final three months of 2013, 
selling prices had risen by 
four per cent. 

By comparison, the West 
Midlands as a whole saw 
a 6.8 per cent increase in 
value over the period, and 
Worcestershire, the best 
performing sub-region, rose 
by 11 per cent. 

The county is still well 
ahead of the West Midlands 
average house price, which 
is now £154,690. 

But Shropshire saw the 
rapid increases of recent 
months tail off badly at the 
beginning of the new year. 

In Mid and West Wales, 
prices grew by five per cent 
in the first quarter com¬ 
pared with the same three 
months at the beginning of 
2013, to leave the average 
selling price at £146,927. 

That compared with a flat 
year-on-year performance in 
the last quarter of 2013.

Town backs

The firm wants to knock 
down the Coney Green 
premises and construct a 
new 33kV switchroom, llkV 
substation and transformer. 

Although the final deci¬ 
sion on whether the dem¬ 
olition can go ahead lies 
with Shropshire Council, 
Oswestry town councillors 
have been asked for their 
opinion. 

Councillor Martin Ben¬ 
nett said the site had a “fas¬ 
cinating” history. 

He said: “This is actually 
quite an interesting and po¬ 
tentially challenging appli¬ 
cation. 

“That little building has 


played a major part in the 
history of Oswestry, it being 
formerly a chapel, and then 
the site of one of the first 
electricity generating sta¬ 
tions in the town.” 

Cllr Bennett suggested 
that in their hearts, mem¬ 
bers of the team did not 
want to see the building 
demolished but their hearts 
would tell them the electric¬ 
ity upgrade was essential. 

“Nobody would thank 
them if the lights started 
going out,” he said. 

Cllr Bennett suggested 
that the town council sup¬ 
port the demolition of the 
building but also ask for the 
new building which is being 
proposed to be redesigned so 
it reflects more closely the 
existing building.

C-Class is now 

making its mark 


By Andy Enright 

The Mercedes C-Class has 
grown up a little, and in doing so 
has become a force to be reck¬ 
oned with. 

The latest Mercedes-Benz C-Class 
range offers more space, an interior 
that’s leagues ahead of its prede¬ 
cessor, the option of air suspension 
and some very slick infotainment and 
technological features. 

The C-Class ought to have been all that 
the company knows about luxury saloons 
distilled into a smaller form, but for many 
years it was instead a car that was short on 
quality and long on price tag. 

The 2007 model repaired much of 
its reputation and the subsequent 2011 
facelift brought even more features and 
better efficiency, but in this country, the 
C-Class always lagged a distant third in the 
compact executive sales charts behind the 
BMW 3 Series and the Audi A4. 

Much has changed in the interim though. 
The introduction of a smaller four-door sa¬ 
loon, the CLA, has allowed the C-Class to 
become a bit bigger and a good deal more 
luxurious. The latest car is a fresh design 
from the ground up and it shows. 

Although there will doubtless be a turbo¬ 
charged AMG tarmac-tearer in the works,

the C-Class has for some time been, and 
will continue to be, focused on comfort and 
refinement. 

It’s clear this is where a good deal of 
the development budget has been spent 
in differentiating this generation car from 
the BMW 3 Series, the Audi A4 and the 
much-improved Lexus IS. 

To that end, it’s the first car in its class 
to offer air suspension. This comes with an 
Agility Select switch which allows the driv¬ 
er to select between Comfort, ECO, Sport, 
Sport-i- and Individual settings. 

The diesel engines include a 2.1-litre 
C220 BlueTEC unit good for 170PS, plus 
you can talk to your dealer about feebler 
C200 BlueTEC and pokier C250 BlueTEC 
offerings. Petrol-wise, there’s a 184PS 
C200 unit. Granted, it’s not a very wide 
range of engines to duke it out with BMW 


and Audi but expect more exciting options 
to arrive in due course. 

The C300 BlueTEC Hybrid combines a 
four-cylinder 204PS diesel engine with a 
compact 27PS electric motor and looks in¬ 
teresting, as does the prospect of a plug-in 
hybrid model. In the here and now, there’s 
a choice of two six-speed manual trans¬ 
missions or an improved version of the 
7G-Tronic automatic gearbox. The elec¬ 
tromechanical Direct Steer system is also 
fitted as standard. 

Looking at the exterior of this C-Class, 
you’d be forgiven for thinking that this was 
the most conservative of styling directions. 
Any notionally car-literate person would be 
able to tell you it was a Mercedes C-Class, 
even if they’d never clapped eyes on the 
thing before. It’s tidily executed, with hints 
of the latest S-Class in its detailing. 

Drop inside and you’ll see where this 
Mercedes differentiates itself. It’s radically 
different to its predecessor with a broad 
centre console swooping between the 
front occupants. 

Prices for the C200 petrol start at around 
£27,000, while for a C200 BlueTEC diesel, 
you’ll pay from around £29,500. There are 
three trim levels, SE, Sport and AMG Line. 

Expect to find pricing very slightly above 
obvious rivals but the downsized engines 
balance that out to some extent. One 
thing’s for sure. Mercedes hasn’t done 
things by halves here. This C-Class is one 
to watch.

Jeep’s baby Renegade might have 
the traditionalists up in arms, but that’s 
not going to stand in the way of some 
big sales, writes Andy Enright. 

The Jeep Renegade is a genuinely 
smart piece of product design, distill¬ 
ing Jeep’s brand values into a smaller 
package while leaning on the smartest 
technology the Fiat Group has to offer. 

Every once in a while, a car is un¬ 
veiled at a motor show completely hi¬ 
jacks the media agenda. At Geneva in 
2014, it was the Jeep Renegade. 

Look a little closer and it’s easy to 
see why. It’s a car that will have Jeep 


die-hards choking on their beer. For a 
start it’s based on the underpinnings 
of the Fiat 500L, instantly opening it to 
criticisms that it’s not a ‘real’ Jeep. File 
that one under ‘who cares?’. 

It’s a mere 4.2 metres long, so while 
the styling suggests that it looks much 
like a Wrangler, in the metal there’s a 
dinky, toy-like quality to it. Don’t under¬ 
estimate it though. Under that metal¬ 
work is some proper engineering. 

Jeep has initially earmarked six dif¬ 
ferent engines for the European mar¬ 
ket; three petrols and three diesels. 
These comprise 168bhp turbo and 


138bhp non-turbo versions of Fiat’s 
1.4-litre 16-valve MultiAir four-cylinder 
unit, plus a normally aspirated 2.4-litre 
four with 184bhp that’s really more tar¬ 
geted at Continental Europe. 

Jeep lists four different transmis¬ 
sions on offer, depending on engine 
choice. There are four-speed and 
five-speed manuals, a six-speed du¬ 
al-clutch automatic and a nine-speed 
conventional automatic. 

Jeep needed an entrant in the grow¬ 
ing small crossover segment and the 
Renegade looks like a competitive en¬ 
trant into this growing sector.

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Performance 

and practicality

Kia’s first high-performance 
model, the pro_cee’d GT, has 
now been joined by a five-door 
version, the cee’d GT, offering 
all the performance-enhancing 
styling and equipment features 
of the three-door car with an 
added dash of practicality. 

The new five-door performance mod¬ 
el sits at the pinnacle of Kia’s Europe¬ 
an-designed, European-engineered 
and European-built mid-sized hatch¬ 
back range and is available in two ver¬ 
sions -the cee’d GT costing £20,495, 
and the cee’d GT Tech priced at 
£22,995. 

Both are powered by a turbocharged 
version of Kia’s 1.6-litre direct-injection pet¬ 
rol engine, delivering 201 bhp and 265Nm 
of torque. With a 0-60mph time of 7.4 sec¬ 
onds and a top speed of 143mph they 
deliver scintillating performance, but have 
also been tuned with everyday usability 
and civility in mind. 

Re-tuned suspension ensures they are 
more than capable of handling the impres¬ 
sive power and torque outputs. Increased 
damper rebound and compression rates, 
stiffer springs and bushes and a larger rear

anti-roll bar are joined by stylish 18in alloy 
wheels shod with Michelin Pilot Sport 3 
tyres. 

The steering has been tuned for a more 
direct and sporting feel and the Flex Steer 
function, which allows drivers to select 
from three levels of power assistance in 
other versions of the cee’d, has been re¬ 
moved for the GT. The brakes - 300mm 
ventilated discs at the front and 262mm at 
the rear - are the most powerful ever fitted 
to the cee’d range. 

Already sporty lines have been embel¬ 
lished with performance-car additions 
which give the GT models their own 
unique look, and it is the same story for the 
high-quality interior. 

The 1.6-litre ‘Gamma’ engine is the 
first turbocharged petrol unit to be of¬ 
fered by Kia in the UK. The addition of an 


exhaust-driven turbocharger raises the 
power output of the normal Gamma di¬ 
rect-injection engine by 51 per cent and 
the amount of torque it develops by 61 per 
cent for truly exciting performance. 

The T-GDi (Turbocharged Gasoline Di¬ 
rect injection) engine develops its 201 bhp 
at 6,000rpm, but what really gives the GT 
its instantaneous response and rapid ac¬ 
celeration is the 265Nm of torque availa¬ 
ble without interruption from 1,750rpm to 
4,500rpm. 

The cee’d GT accelerates from 37 to 
60mph in fourth gear in only 5.4 seconds 
and from 50 to 75mph in fifth gear in 7.3 
seconds - indicators of the supreme flex¬ 
ibility and immediacy of the T-GDi engine. 
More than 80 per cent of maximum torque 
is available from less than 1,500rpm. 

The performance-oriented exterior de¬ 
sign is echoed inside the all-black five-seat 
cabin. The driver and front passenger are 
gripped by Recaro sports seats - as in the 
pro_cee’d GT - adorned with ‘GT’ and ‘Re¬ 
caro’ logos. Power-adjustable lumbar sup¬ 
port is fitted to both front seats. 

The cee’d GT, like every Kia, comes with 
a seven-year, 100,000-mile fully transfera¬ 
ble warranty. Servicing is required every 12 
months or 10,000 miles, whichever comes 
soonest. Retail customers are able to take 
advantage of Kia’s Care-3 and Care-3 Plus 
all-inclusive servicing packages, which 
provide inflation-proof routine mainte¬ 
nance for the first three or five services.

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Mazda’s SUV is 
clean and green

Does the world really need an¬ 
other SUV? That’s a question 
which no doubt occupies the 
minds of the anti-car lobby. 

But what if that SUV or 4x4 is so ad¬ 
vanced it is leaner and cleaner than 
many a small hatchback? With figures 
as good as 61mpg and C02 emis¬ 
sions of just 119g/km, no-one could 
accuse Mazda’s CX-5 of being a gas 
guzzler. 

Yet this is one of the biggest cars in the 
crossover/compact SUV class and it isn’t a 
petrol-electric hybrid, so without expensive 
batteries it’s competitively priced, too. 

Instead Mazda’s engineers have done 
some ‘blue sky’ thinking and come up 
with the SKYACTIV technology appearing 
across its range. 

SKYACTIV is an all-encompassing term, 
in that it means a significantly lighter one- 
piece body and chassis using a higher 
percentage of high-tensile steel, so its 
stronger and safer too. Engines are also a 
lot lighter, with tweaked compression ratios 
and injection systems to meet impressive 
economy targets. 

It’s one of the most aerodynamic SUVs, 
which helps too. 

The CX-5 range consists of 20 models,

either two or four-wheel drive, with prices 
from £21,595 to just under £30,000. 

There’s a 2.0-litre, 165PS petrol unit 
which is only available with two-wheel drive 
models, and two versions of Mazda’s 2.2-li- 
tre turbo diesel, rated at 150 and 175PS, 
with two or all-wheel drive options. 

Bearing in mind this is a large, high-rid¬ 
ing SUV with the interior space of a pre¬ 
mium saloon, even the petrol version is 
remarkably economical with an official av¬ 
erage of 47mpg. 

But the most economical, and the clean¬ 
est of the bunch, is the 150PS diesel which 
can average 61.4mpg and yet still manage 
the 0 to 62mph dash in a very impressive 
9.2 seconds - the same as its petrol coun¬ 
terpart. 

The higher powered diesel is only avail¬ 
able with all-wheel drive models but de¬ 


spite the extra weight and drag the figures 
are still very respectable at 8.8 seconds, 
54.3mpg and 136g/km. 

The front wheel drive versions have an 
advantage of being cheaper, by about 
£1,700 model for model, with better econ¬ 
omy and tax ratings. And you still get the 
SUV looks which seem to appeal to so 
many buyers these days, together with a 
high, commanding driving position and ex¬ 
tra ground clearance. 

On the other hand, the all-wheel drive 
option, thanks to its higher rated engine, 
offers a little more performance, the advan¬ 
tage of a sophisticated ‘on-demand’ four- 
wheel drive system for the bad weather. 

It might also be the one to appeal to 
regular towers - for getting a caravan or 
horsebox off a field, for instance. 

All models get a new, and of course 
lighter, six-speed gearbox which is so slick 
it wouldn’t feel out of place on a sports car. 
Auto transmission is an option with diesel 
versions only. 

All three of the engines are smooth and 
quiet, contributing to the upmarket ambi¬ 
ence inside the car. 

Inside, the CX-5 measures up to a pre¬ 
mium saloon, with plenty of headroom and 
the three rear seat passengers in particular 
benefitting from generous legroom. 

The boot, too, is well up to family expec¬ 
tations with 503 litres of space, rising to 
1,620 litres if you have all three rear seats 
folded flat.

BMW roars back with X3

If there’s one quality that’ll get 
you a long way through life, it’s 
resilience. 

That ability to take a knock and 
bounce back is one BMW knows all 
about. When it launched the original 
X3 in 2003, it was following up the X5, 
the car that revolutionised the way 
SUVs drove. That’s quite an act to re¬ 
prise. BMW seemed confident - but 
the X3 was a rare duffer. Over-priced, 
under-equipped and just not special 
enough to drive, it was one of Mu¬ 
nich’s few damp squibs. 

Rather than admit defeat, BMW’s devel¬ 
opment crew knocked the car into some¬ 
thing very competitive. The second gener¬ 
ation X3, launched in 2010, is an altogether 
more accomplished package that found 
favour with reviewers right from the outset. 
Despite that, it remains one of those cars 
that is better than the public’s perception. 

The X3 launched in late 2010 and made 
landfall in UK dealers in early 2011 with just 
one engine; a 2.0-litre diesel unit. 

Since then, the range has been fleshed 
out, with possibly the most notable addition 
being the rear-wheel drive X3 sDrive18d, 
which arrived in late 2012. Most ‘faux-by- 
fours’ are front wheel drive, being based 
on vehicles which usually drive their front 
wheels and call the back wheels into play 
when the fronts lose grip. 

That’s not BMW’s way and the sDrivel 8d 
is a bit of a curious item as a result, albeit 
one that’s not without its own appeal. At 
the opposite end of the range, BMW add¬ 


ed the punchy xDrive30d 3.0-litre diesel 
model and its senior sibling, the 313bhp 
xDrive35d, in Autumn 2011. 

The X3 should have dominated this 
section of the market but struggled to im¬ 
pose itself. Audi’s Q5 scalped a big share 
of the segment, but BMW ought to have 
made more capital from the absence of 
a Mercedes-Benz product. Instead, it was 
left to Land Rover to usurp both the Ger¬ 
mans with its all-conquering Range Rover 
Evoque. 

The X3 was replaced in early 2014 by 
a facelifted model, recognisable by its full 
width kidney front grille. The X3 is offered 
in two trim levels. First up is the ‘main¬ 
stream’ version, the SE. This gets features 
like leather upholstery, two-zone air con¬ 
ditioning, iDrive controller and colour dis¬ 
play, metallic paint, satin aluminium roof 
rails, 17-inch alloy wheels and Dynamic 
Stability Control with extended features. 

Suspension 

The enhanced DSC includes brake 
drying, brake fade compensation, brake 
pre-tensioning and hill-start assistant. Go 
for the M Sport variant and it also features 
sport suspension, variable sports steering, 
18-inch alloy wheels, M sports steering 
wheel and front seats and a more aggres¬ 
sive body styling kit. 

High-grade materials and intelligent 
packaging are the key aspects of what dif¬ 
ferentiates this model from its predecessor. 

The asymmetrical instrument panel and 
centre console are orientated towards the 
driver and there’s the iDrive infotainment 
Used Car Model Guide | BMW X3 (2011 
to 2014) system with a 6.5-inch screen 
as standard. The 8.8-inch high-resolution

screen of the navigation system in the 
Professional Multimedia package featured 
in the BMW X3 was the largest on-board 
monitor in its segment. 

If you’ve decided that the xDrive20d is 
the X3 you fancy, then you’ll have quite a 
lot of used stock to choose. 

Prices start at £20,500 for a tidy low 
mileage 11-plated car. SE trim is the most 
popular and you’ll need to tack on around 
£1,500 for an M Sport model. Fancy the 
additional power of the XDrive30d? You’ll 
need to budget from £28,000 in that case, 


while £32,000 will net you the xDrive35d. 

This X3’s reliability scores are far better 
than the first generation model, with the 
US Spartanburg factory having introduced 
new quality procedures. Some owners 
have had minor issues with items like in¬ 
termittently faulty speedometers and prob¬ 
lems with telephone integration but these 
will have been ironed out under warranty. 

The data shows that the X3 is one of 
the most reliable of all BMWs. Check the 
wheels for kerb damage, if in doubt, go for 
a metallic paint finish to help with resale.

New i3 -

The BMW i3 isn’t going to pro¬ 
voke a massive swing to elec¬ 
tric vehicles in the UK but as a 
boutique suburban scoot, it may 
well find a profitable niche. 

It’s offered as a pure electric model 
or with a tiny ‘range extender’ auxiliary 
petrol motor added to keep you mo¬ 
toring when the battery depletes. 

If you’re of the old school and BMW 
means shark nosed, six cylinder, ultimate 
driving machines to you, the Munich com¬ 
pany’s i3 electric vehicle is going to appear 
a wholly alien concept. It’s a squat little city 
car riding on 155mm wide tyres. Yet delve a 
little deeper and it doesn’t take long to find 
a strand of proper BMW DNA. It’s revealed 
in the thinking behind the engineering, the 
logic that went into making the various de¬ 
cisions. Wherever BMW’s engineers could 
have developed a more focused, techni¬ 
cally correct solution, they appear to have 
done so, allowing for certain cost controls 
of course. 

You might well be part of the 99.98 per 
cent of British car buying customers that 
chooses an internal combustion engine 
over an electric motor. Your next car and 
the next one after that will probably be pow¬ 
ered by fossil fuels. Even if that is the case, 
have a look at what the BMW i3 offers. It’s 
building a case for electric vehicles that is 
becoming ever more convincing. 

As you might expect from a BMW prod¬ 
uct, the i3 doesn’t want for go. The electric 
motor is mounted low down within the rear 
axle which keeps a low centre of gravity 
and also to improve crashworthiness. The 


power unit weighs just 130kg and produc¬ 
es a nominal 168bhp, which means that 
the i3’s power to weight ration of 141bhp 
per tonne is just 5bhp per tonne shy of a 
Honda Civic Type R hot hatch. As with all 
electric vehicles, the decisive advantage 
comes in its amount of torque. 

In a typical city scoot such as, say, a 
1.2-litre Fiat 500, you can count on 102Nm 
of torque but the BMW i3 generates a 
hefty 250Nm of muscle. That’s about what 
you’d expect from a Lotus Elise S and 
the i3 generates instant urge with all that 
torque available from idle. It’s sent to the 
rear wheels via a single-ratio gearbox that 
offers the choice of three driving modes: 
Comfort, Eco Pro and Eco Pro+. 

Steering 

This translates to a car that’s certainly not 
slow off the mark. It’ll get from standstill to 
37mph in 3.8sec and to 62mph in 7.2sec, 
so any Toyota GT-86 sportscar drivers will 
have a very hard time keeping pace with 
the i3. The top speed is limited to 93mph. 
Extremely direct steering, a low centre of 
gravity, a clever DSC stability control sys¬ 
tem and lightweight body structures add 
up to very focused driving characteristics. 
BMW has engineered in a little body roll, 
largely to clue drivers in to where the limits 
of those narrow tyres are, but this remains 
a car you can enjoy hustling along. 

Think of the i3 as a car in two halves. 
The bottom half is almost all aluminium, 
the upper half almost all carbon fibre. 
Armed with this information, you can right¬ 
ly surmise that it doesn’t weigh very much. 
Even with the weight of all those batteries 
- some 230kg comprised of 96 individual 
cells kept at an optimum 20deg Centigrade 
by their own air conditioning unit - the i3

only tips the scales at 1,195kg. The styling 
is determinedly modern, with the kidney 
grille being the key BMW styling signature. 

The black hood, roof and glazed hatch 
are set to become characteristic features 
for the “i” cars. Adaptive LEDs headlights 
and floating LED tail lights are standard. 
The lowered belt line in the rear and ab¬ 
sence of a “B” pillar improves visibility 
while the rear “coach” doors make entry 
easier. It’s not a big car, measuring just 
3,999mm long, which is only a tad longer 
than a Ford Fiesta. With the flat floor, thin 
seats and low window line, the cabin feels 


surprisingly roomy. The instrument cluster 
and Control Display comprise two screens, 
one behind the steering wheel and the oth¬ 
er at the top of the centre console. 

Yes, BMW will sell you one for around 
£26,000, which is a lot for a city car. But 
is it really that exorbitant when compared 
to something like an Audi A1 Sportback, 
where you’d need to spend £23,000 to 
get a car that’s as quick as the BMW i3. A 
car built from aluminium and carbon or a 
mass-production special that shares most 
of its underpinnings with a humble Skoda 
Fabia? Your call.

New Peugeot city car has 
sights set high in sector 


The Peugeot 108 looks to 
swing right in at the top of 
the city car reckoning. Andy 
Enright takes an early look. 

The Peugeot 108 comes to market 
offering customers a lot of choice and 
a level of interior sophistication city car 
buyers won’t be accustomed to. 

The resurgent French marque is 
looking to stake a major claim in a hot¬ 
ly-contested sector and the 108 looks 
to have the goods to do just that. 

The Peugeot 108 is a small car with 
a big weight of expectation resting 
upon it. You probably remember its 


predecessor, the 107. That car dates 
right back to 2005 and it’s fair to say it 
probably struggled on a bit too long. 

With the 108, Peugeot’s task was 
to wind back the clock in a certain re¬ 
gard, to convince people that a Peu¬ 
geot city car could compete at the top 
of the class. 

As you probably know, the old 
Peugeot 107 was part of a three-car 
family alongside the Toyota Aygo and 
the Citroen Cl, all three models being 
screwed together in Kolin in the Czech 
Republic. 

It’s the same story with the new 108, 


which is why it’ll come as no great sur¬ 
prise to learn that the 108 is mechan¬ 
ically identical to the Citroen Cl. That 
means you get a choice of a two petrol 
engines: a VTi 68, available with either 
a five-speed manual or a five-speed 
clutchless Efficient Tronic Gearbox 
(ETG), or in a 1.2-litre VTi 82 guise with 
a five-speed manual transmission. 

The interior of the 108 hinges 
around a 7in centrally-mounted touch 
screen system. This display is optional 
on the Active trim level and standard 
from Allure up. 

The range starts at around £8,300.

Fiesta changes the game 


If you thought all the droning 
on about fuel economy and 
emissions was boring, try 
Ford’s Fiesta ECOnetic, Jon¬ 
athan Crouch reports. 

Efficiency-minded families will prick 
up their ears at the thought of 85mpg 
combined cycle and a C02 return of 
just 87g/km. 

The 1.6-litre TDCi engine in the 
ECOnetic doesn’t educe goosebumps 
when you plant the throttle but it’s rea¬ 
sonably punchy. 


We had no problem cruising at 
high speeds on motorways where the 
refinement remains perfectly accept¬ 
able, and in town where you can surf 
around on the engine’s bulging torque 
curve, it feels genuinely nippy. 

The best bit though is the Fiesta’s 
chassis. Ford has a shining reputation 
for the driving dynamics of its cars and 
the Fiesta is pretty near the pick of the 
back. 

It feels alive and fast in its respons¬ 
es, cornering with barely a flicker of 
body roll and more grip than the ECO- 


netic’s engine could hope to over¬ 
come. 

Despite the Fiesta’s infectious verve 
through the bends, it still manages to 
deliver a compliant ride when cruis¬ 
ing, the suspension dancing over the 
lumps and knobbles of the surface. 
Some are fractionally more comfort¬ 
able but there isn’t a supermini that’s 
better to drive in its mainstream form 
than the Fiesta. 

Expect to pay in the £15,000 to 
£17,000 bracket for this 95PS 1.6 TDCi 
ECOnetic diesel Fiesta.

Forester - future looks bright

Last year the Forester account¬ 
ed for 15,000 sales for manu¬ 
facturer Subaru in Europe, so 
it’s little wonder the company 
expects even bigger things with 
the updated model. 

Since the Forester was first intro¬ 
duced to the car market way back in 
1997, European sales in the SUV-C 
segment have increased eightfold 
and the latest model is a real contend¬ 
er in the sector. 

Today’s Forester 2.0i CVT is a million 
miles away from the first Subaru I tested, 
with a high, commanding driving position 
and vastly improved interior. 

In fact it ticks most of the boxes the aver¬ 
age SUV buyer demands, with good looks, 
generous interior space and all-wheel drive 
capabilities. 

The size of the cabin has been increased 
by expanding the wheelbase and widening 
the vehicle’s body, while cargo capacity 
has also grown. 

The new Forester is 2mm taller than the 
outgoing model, and is also 15mm wider, 
and 35mm longer, with a 25mm longer 
wheelbase. 

Subaru designers have significant¬ 
ly improved interior quality using better 
dashboard materials along with including 
improvements to steering wheel and gear¬ 
shift feel. 

Most people will choose the diesel op¬ 
tion, as the 148bhp 2.0litre petrol with 


automatic gearbox proved a little under¬ 
powered and a serious gas guzzler, hardly 
good for the environment. 

All Foresters get permanent four-wheel 
drive that shuffles power between the front 
and rear wheels automatically, so traction 
wasn’t an issue. The high-speed ride was 
good, but things got a bit fidgety at lower 
speed. 

If it’s space you’re looking for, the For¬ 
ester is right up there with the best, and 
access to the large boot is good with 60/40 
split rear seats as standard, although they 
don’t fold totally flat, which is a shame as 
extra storage space is always welcome. 

The new Forester is also an exceptional¬ 
ly safe vehicle, indeed it has been awarded 
the full five-star Euro NCAP crash safety 
rating. 

Anti-whiplash 

All Foresters have twin front and side 
airbags, plus curtain airbags which cover 
both rows of seats. The active anti-whip- 
lash headrests will also give you better 
protection from whiplash injuries in a rear- 
end shunt. 

Stability control, hill-start assist and Iso¬ 
fix child-seat mountings are standard on all 
models. An engine immobiliser is on hand 
to keep your car safely where you parked 
it. 

All Forester buyers will have the peace- 
of-mind of a five-year, 100,000 mile warran¬ 
ty, plus a 12-year anti-corrosion guarantee 
when they purchase. 

There are six trim levels for buyers 
to choose from: XE and XE Premium is 
available on all naturally-aspirated petrol

models; X, XC and XC Premium on all 
diesel models; and XT, which is the high¬ 
est specification, is standard on 2.0-litre 
turbocharged petrol versions of the new 
Forester. 

Lineartronic is available on XE and XE 
Premium models and is fitted as standard 
to XT versions. 

Every Subaru I drive proves so much 
better than its predecessor and I can’t help 
looking forward to testing the diesel range 
where I am sure the company will prove a 
lot more competitive.

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Audi heralds future of driving

This is no science fiction tale, 
driverless cars are coming, al¬ 
though that may be some years 
ahead. They will be safer and 
more reliable than cars of today. 

You will get in, programme where 
you are going and the car will do the 
rest, even on the busiest of roads. 

The ability to take away the steering 
and give a computer full control of your 
four wheels is already there, but there are 
still hoops to jump through to get it on the 
road. 

In the meantime, we can enjoy those 
cars which take a lot of the strain of getting 


from A to B. But we need to take care we 
actually remain in control as all the gizmos 
can only protect you so far - at present. 

One car on the market which does most 
of this is Audi’s scorching hot RS7 quattro. 
In fact I can say at times during a recent 
test, I felt I was already driving remotely. 
The car didn’t really want to have me inter¬ 
fering in what it wanted to do. 

Let’s start with what’s under the bon¬ 
net and at the heart of this wolf in sheep’s 
clothing. And that is a V8 4.0 litre TFSI with 
560bhp struggling to get out. A lot of pow¬ 
er, which means performance is mighty. 
There is no way you can let this take its 
head and remain anywhere near legal. It’s 
rather like riding a powerful horse - you 
have to constantly keep a tight hand on the 
reins to prevent it running away.

The RS7 will get from 0-62mph in 3.9 
seconds and on an airfield where I took 
it for a bit of a sprint, it blasted through 
10Omph without a toss of its mane and was 
fast approaching 140mph before I eased 
off. There was still so much power trying 
to get out. 

The gearbox delivers quick changes and 
is intelligent enough when left in ‘Drive’ to 
give seamless push at any speed. Switch 
to manual mode and there is a slight de¬ 
lay in changes but nothing to spoil ‘normal’ 
driving. 


Grip levels are extremely high and this 
is where I did feel I was being driven even 
though I was behind the whee. 

When you are not pressing on the en¬ 
gine uses selective cylinder de-activation 
to turn it into a four-cylinder which boosts 
the official economy figure to a 28.8mpg. 
But I doubt it achieves that. Expect low 20s 
for the bulk of driving and when pushed ex¬ 
pect 17 to 18mpg. 

On the comfort front, seats are support¬ 
ive and hold you in just the right place.

LEP in bid 
for money 
to improve 
A5 links 

ROADS could be improved 
and infrastructure upgrad¬ 
ed as part of a £150 million 
plan to improve the life of 
people in the county. 

A wish list has been 
drawn up of important pro¬ 
jects, which includes the 
creation of a dual carriage¬ 
way between Oswestry and 
Shrewsbury. 

The Marches Local En¬ 
terprise Partnership has 
lodged a bid for £102 mil¬ 
lion of funding from a new 
£2 billion Government pot, 
which it says it can match 
with £52 million raised lo¬ 
cally. 

The LEP has outlined a 
number of “shovel-ready” 
projects which it would fund 
with the cash, including a 
scheme to begin work on 
Oswestry Innovation Park.

Information 
hub to close 

OSWESTRY’S award-winning tourist infor¬ 
mation centre is to close for two days a week 
as part of budget cuts. 

Mile End Tourist Information Centre on 
the outskirts of Oswestry, which was open 
seven days a week, will be closed by Shrop¬ 
shire Council on Wednesdays and Sundays, 
with three long-serving members of staff 
losing their jobs. 

The centre, which last year attracted 
more than 40,000 visitors, was opened in 
1988 by Oswestry Borough Council to coin¬ 
cide with the opening of the Oswestry A483/ 
A5 bypass. 

Sue Williams, who along with Ann Tom- 
ley was among the original members of 
staff, said : “We were built to deal with 
about 10,000 visitors, yet in the first year 
we attracted 100,000. We are an extremely 
popular tourist information centre attract¬ 
ing visitors from across the world.” 

The centre has won the title of both the 
best tourist information centre in England 
and Wales. 


Mrs Newton said: “We have expanded the 
staff numbers which is great for the area. 

“The hours we work with the school con¬ 
tracts helps staff who have childcare com¬ 
mitments.” 

The couple have run Brooks Around the 
Corner for eight years and said the idea of 
going into school contracts came from Prep¬ 
care Nursery. 

She said: “We know them because our son 
Zechariah went there. They asked us if we 
could do it and we agreed the contract. 

“It has grown from there and we are in 
talks for other contracts.” 

Mrs Newtown said she will always re¬ 
member hearing the first school contract 
had been signed for she was in hospital hav¬ 
ing the couple’s second child Ava-Grace at 
the time. 

She said: “We try as much as possible to 
offer homemade meals and we provide a 
wide range.

HOW DO I KNOW IF I COULD MANAGE FINANCIALLY IF I DIVORCE CHEATING HUSBAND? 

Q: I am in my late 50’s and have discovered that my husband has been cheating on me for years. The relationship is over, but I am 
terrified to divorce him in case I can’t manage financially. I gave up my own career to bring up the children and look after my husband’s 
needs and now I would not have the confidence to work. In fact I have no confidence to do anything anymore and I am on medication for 
stress. What can I do? 

A: The first thing you ought to do is make an appointment to see reputable matrimonial solicitor who will assess and consider your position. 
When an older couple get divorced and one of the parties had given up work to look after the children or support their partner in a career, 
this ought to be raised by your legal representative and will be taken into consideration when finalising financial matters. 

Generally, for marriages of five years or more (including taking into account periods of cohabitation before the marriage) the starting point is 
a 50/50 split of the value of all of the assets of the marriage including any property, savings and of course the pensions. 

Maintenance awards take into account the resources and needs of each party. Spousal maintenance can be awarded for life, or it may 
cease if the former spouse remarries. If after the divorce your former husband died, you could consider lodging a claim against his estate for 
maintenance payments you would have received if he remained alive. The Courts strive however, to achieve a ‘clean break’. In such cases a 
capital sum may be paid, or assets transferred to off-set against the highest earner’s maintenance liability.

Big street light switch 

ahead for town 



WORK to turn off streMghts run by Oswest¬ 
ry Town Council during the early hours of 
the morning is set to be completed in a few 
weeks, councillors have heard. 

Shropshire Council is already rolling out a count¬ 
ywide programme of what is known as “part night 
lighting” which sees lights turned off between mid¬ 
night and 5.30am to cut By lain St John 
carbon and reduce ener¬ 


gy bills. 

Oswestry town council¬ 
lors have agreed to follow 
suit and heard at a meeting 
that progress for the big 
switch-off was continuing. 

A report to councillors 
said: “The council has 
agreed to commission Ring¬ 
way Infrastructure Service 
Limited, under the super¬ 
vision of Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil, to carry out the work to 
change 438 of the total 451 
town council street lights to 
part night lighting. 

“The lights to be changed 
follow Shropshire Council’s 
risk assessment criteria on 
locations suitable for part 
night lighting. Cost for 
this work is approximately 
£18,000. Part night lighting 
means the street lights that 
have been converted will go 
off at midnight to 5.30am. 

“Shropshire Council 
started the part night con¬ 
version on February 17. The 
inventory of town council 


lights will be updated as the 
work commences for moni¬ 
toring purposes., 

“It is envisaged that the 
part night lighting work will 
be completed in the next 
couple of weeks. During the 
conversion there have been 
some issues with day burn¬ 
ing as the time clocks and 
photo cells are changed but 
these have been resolved as 
quickly as possible.” 

Councillors were told 
there had been a small 
number of complaints so far 
about the big switch-off and 
concerns were raised that 
some areas of Oswestry had 
been left pitch back. 

But Councillor Vince 
Hunt said the decision to 
turn off all the lights rather 
than every second or third 
one had been taken on ad¬ 
vice from police and safety 
experts. He said having a 
total blackout helped reduce 
a “shadow effect’’and helped 
people develop a degree of 
night vision. 


Residents plant a forest garden

A new forest garden was created in 
Llanfyllin on Saturday with the help 
of local residents. 

The community orchard was 
planted at Bodfach Field or Cae Tref 
in Llanfyllin, next to the town’s public 
car park.

Ten acres of land has been leased to 
Llanfyllin Town Council for the use of 


the town by Simon and Maggie Baynes 
of Bodfach Hall. 

Cwm Harry, a charity which pro¬ 
motes sustainable land use, is sup¬ 
porting the project and has secured 
fruit and hedging trees from Llanfyllin 
Town Council, The Woodland Trust 
and Keep Wales Tidy to plant up at 
the site. 

Work will turn part of the new 
public open space into a community 


orchard, and pupils from Llanfyllin 
Primary School planted some trees 
last Friday before the community 
planting day. 

Dewi Morris, a local resident who 
has been volunteering on the project, 
said: “It was great that we managed 
to secure so many trees to plant up at 
the Wetlands.” 

This will be part of a larger project 
to form a community forest garden. 


Rotary's 
talk on 
plans for 
canal work 

MEMBERS of a Rotary club 
learned more about a pro¬ 
ject to restore the Montgom¬ 
ery Canal at their meeting. 

Michael Limbrey, chair¬ 
man of the Montgomery Wa¬ 
terway Restoration Trust, 
visited Borderland Rotary 
Club to share plans for the 
canal’s development as a 
tourism and leisure facility. 

Borderland member Geoff 
Barre said: “It was fascinat¬ 
ing to hear the history of the 
canal and the group’s plans 
for the future.” 

The canal was built from 
the 1760s to 1830s and was 
opened firstly for limestone 
from Llanymynech then for 
coal from Oswestry pits, 
St Martins and Chirk, and 
then extended to Berriew 
and finally to Newtown. 

Half the canal has now 
reopened, from Frankton to 
Maesbury and Arddleen to 
Berriew, with road bridges 
rebuilt at Welshpool, 
Queen’s Head and Aber- 
mule. 

The towpath is open for 
walkers for the whole length 
from Frankton to Newtown 
and has becomea very pop¬ 
ular route for both visitors 
to the area and local people.

Traffic action plan call 
over school safety fears 


POLICE and roads bosses are to be asked to 
come forward with plans on how to solve a 
traffic headache in one of the busiest areas 
of Oswestry. 

The plea has come from Oswestry Town coun¬ 
cillors who carried out site visits on routes around 
Oswestry School amid concerns about road safety. 


The school’s headmaster 
Douglas Robb had written 
to the town council calling 
for its support for the instal¬ 
lation of pedestrian crossing 
on key routes in the area. 

He said the crossings were 
important for the safety of 
children at the school, which 
has a main campus in Upper 
Brook Street and a junior 
campus atBellan House, 
Church Street, 

He suggested three pos¬ 
sible sites for crossings, in¬ 
cluding one at Welsh Walls 
for pupils and staff who 
walk between the senior 
school and Behan House. 

A second crossing was 
suggested in Church Street 
between the Wynnstay 
Hotel and Bellan House. 

The school has an ar¬ 
rangement with the hotel 
for parents to park there 
while they drop their chil¬ 
dren off, leading to “a large 
number” of people crossing 
the road on school days. 

Mr Robb also called for a

crossing outside the main 
school gates to Maes-Y- 
Llan, where the school has 
its playing fields. 

Councillors said after site 
visits that they did not sup¬ 
port crossings in Church 
Street and Welsh Walls but 
agreed further investiga¬ 
tion was needed to see how 
safety could be improved in 
Upper Brook Street. 

Councillor Martin Ben¬ 
nett suggested highways 
bosses could be asked to 
carry out surveys on the 
number of traffic move¬ 
ments out on the road 
compared to the number of 
pedestrians. 

He also said Shropshire 
Council highways depart¬ 
ment as well as the police 
could be asked for ideas on 
how solve the problems. 

Councillors agreed to 
hissuggestion that high¬ 
ways bosses and the police 
should be contacted for their 
thoughts on the problem.

He said bowel cancer is 
the third most common can¬ 
cer in Wales but was one of 
the most treatable forms 
of the illness andregular 
screening significantly re¬ 
duced the risk. 

He urged his constituents 
to play it safe and take ad¬ 
vantage of the free screen¬ 
ing programme. 

Mr Skates said he par¬ 
ticularly hoped people in 
the 60-74 age bracket would 
take the free home test to 
make sure they don’t fall 
victim to the cancer. 

He said: “Bowel cancer 
is the third most common 
cancer in Wales and kills 
about 1,000 people a year 
here. However, if picked 
up early, it is also one of the 
most treatable forms of this 
terrible disease. 

“A Bowel Screening Wales 
test kit is currently sent to 
all men and women between 
the ages of 60 and 74 every 
two years.

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The cheeky little wren 
likes to nlav Casanova 


SPRING is associated with the 
herald of many “good” things. 
The banishing of the cold, the 
promise of warmth, sunny days, 
new life, flowers, lambs and so 
on. For the wildlife enthusiast 
spring is, of course, the harbin¬ 
ger of all the above and a whole 
lot more. 

Flora lovers writhe in ecstasy at 
the thought of the bombardment of 
luscious greens and assorted blooms, 
heady scents and bountiful blossoms. 

If fauna’s more your thing then there 
is no season quite like it, and yet with all 
these cliches buzzing around with the birds 
and bees, some of us may occasionally for¬ 
get the smaller, ever-present creatures that 
make up our hedgerows and coppices, fields 
and streams. 

The month of April is certain to tempt 
the plant enthusiast out into the country¬ 
side, but the greenery isn’t rampant enough 
yet so as to mask everything as it often is 
in the summer time. April is the month for 
migrants - and that mostly means birds. 

For the last week I’ve been watching the 
house martins swooping over the meres 
in the early mornings, although they hav¬ 
en’t yet made it into the village. Swallows, 
whitethroats, willow warblers, sedge war¬ 
blers, marsh warblers, nightingales and 
cuckoos follow but I’m doing it again . . . 
what about those poor souls that have sat 
out the (albeit mild) British winter? 

With the mornings warmer and brighter 
than they were just a few weeks ago, and, as

mentioned, the ground cover currently re¬ 
stricted to just a few lime-green shoots from 
bramble and nettle, why not treat yourself 
to the sunlit, comfortable and happy view¬ 
ing of singing thrushes, acrobatic tits and 
industrious wrens? 

The latter, so often a brief, skulking 
form amongst bushes and leaves can now 
be clearly seen proclaiming their territory 
from bumps, humps and stumps below the 
hedge or amongst the forest. But “busy” 
probably doesn’t begin to explain the wren. 
Please let me . . . because this is good. 

The male wren is a bit of a Casanova. He 
gets to work early on in the year building 
nests. Yes, that’s right, nests plural. He will 
often build up to six different nests around 
his territory in the hope of luring a female 
to one of them. 

Once he’s attracted a mate with his car¬ 
pentry skills, he will mate with her and she 
will produce her eggs of around five to six 
in number. 

She then will sit on those eggs for most of 
the incubation period (about 15 days) while 
the male spends his time finding food for 
the female first and then the chicks. 

Here’s the clever bit (some of you may 
call it “devious” and you’d be forgiven for 
thinking so); while the male is providing for 
the female, he is also checking out the other 
females in the vicinity.

Supporters of the Llanymynech Heritage Area, The 
Limeys, will combine the two events with a special film 
showing in the limeworks’ Hoffman Kiln, which is being 
transformed into a unique cinema for the day. 

The event will take place on Sunday with the Chaplin 
Revue screened by the Kinokulture film specialists, based 
in Oswestry, free of charge. 

There will also be a firing of the demonstration kiln, dis¬ 
plays, guided walks and children’s activities. 

Parish Councillor, Dilys Gaskill said the day promised to 
be a great success. 

Uneconomic 

“We wanted to do something to mark the 100 years since 
the Llanymynech Limeworks closed down. It had become 
uneconomic to run, people were using cheaper Portland 
Stone and also the workforce was going off to war.” 

“We didn’t want to link it with the commemorations of 
the war and so looked for something else. Charlie Chaplin 
seemed the perfect partner.” 

Last year the massive Hoffman kiln, one of one two in 
Europe, was used to stage an musical and light art event. 

“That was so popular I am sure we will have a lot of peo¬ 
ple come along to this event,” Mrs Gaskill said. 

The day will run from 1-4.30pm with the film screening 
at about 2.30pm. People should take along something to sit 
on for the film. 

Refreshments will be available. 

The Llanymynech limeworks quarried limestone from 
Llanymynech Hill. The stone was taken on an inclined 
plane to the lower ground where the massive kilns were 
used to make lime. 

This was then taken first via the Mongtomery canal and 
then by train to customers across Britain.
